Cos- 
aaeks with knonte coma not work the factoriei, start the railroad trains, 
keep the telegraph clicking and get out fiie newspapers. A general 
famine threatenM every large city, especially St Petersburg and Has- 
eow, because tiiey were more or lass cni off from the outer world. 

The schools and hanks were closed—even the drug-stores finslly shut 
up because the drug-clerks had joined the strike. And although the 
anihorities tried the old dodge of encouraging the lawless element to 
^lage the' houses of the leaders of the strike movement, a good many 
of whom were Jews, vet it was very soon clear that this kind of proee- 
dnre could simply ^d to the general anarchy, because the thugs very 
soon began'to plunder everybody’s houses. 

Undfr these conditions the weak Czar threw himself into the arms 
of Count Sergius Witte, the man who by his diplomacy saved Busskiin 
the treaty at Fortomonth. The result was the following imperial ukase, 
which we give in part: 

“We, Nicholas, etc., etc., declare- 

"From the present disorders may arise great national disruption. 

They menace the integrity and unity of onr empire. 

"The supreme duty imposed upon ns by our sovereign office raquiras 
ns to efface ourself and to use all the 'force and reason st onr command 
to hasten in securing the unity and co-ordination of the power of the 
oantral government and to assure the success of measures for pacifica- 
tjon in all circles of public life, which arc essential to the well being of 
onr people. 

“We, tijerefore, direct our government to carry out our inflexible 
will in the following manner: ' - 

"FIRST—To extend to the population the immutable foundations 
of civic liberty, based on the real inviolability of person, freedom of 
oonacienie, speech, union and aaaociation. 

-‘'SECOND—Without suspending the already ordered elections to 
the sitte donma. to invite to participation in the duma, so far as the 
limited time before the convocation of the duma will permit, those 
classes of the population now completely deprived of electoral lif^ts, 
leaving the nltimate development of the principle of the electoral right 
in general to the newly astabliahed legislative order of things. 

"THIRD—To establish as an unchangeable rule that no law shall 
he enforeed without the approval of the state duma and that it shall 
be poaaible for the elected of the people to exercise real participation in 
ti>e supervision of the legality of the acta of the authorities appointed 
by ua.”

Ever ainee toe beginning of the reign of Lonis XVI, so popular 
at first, toe French war department bad maintained a severe discipline 
in view of the growing diacMtent of the people. In toe year 1788 the 
diwipliiie waa onoe again increased. 

The retaliation of the Frendi royal army for toie "discipline” made 
Matoiy. 

Oa the 2nd of July, 1789, pert of the ^th battalion of toe 
French Guards and two eompaniee of the Third infantry leftttheir 
bamcAi with theb armi, eontrary to toe orders of their ofiSeen. 
They immediatdy minglad with the excited people in toe streeti. In' 
view of the general excitement it was not loemM advisable to aend 
Other French eoldien after them. ' ^ 

On the night of July 12th, the people stormed all the “barriers” 
-r-tivit is the tollgates and cuMomdsonaea. French guards stepped in, 
hilt vary aoon fiatereixed with toe people and shot at the regiment hf 
Ger nan Uralina—the “Royal Allomand”—which - hod remained loyal 
to f.He king. Before nijtot moat of the French Guards had gone over 
and xnarehed at toe heed of the people to attock the Swiss companies' 
and toe Hnngarian human—foreign hired troops. 

The people were anxiuiia fur stiiml The city oooncil o£ Peril had 
ordered MsOOO pikes made, but it took 36 hours to get them reedy. 

Meanwhile it became known that toe King’s intendant had hidden 
87,000 mnakets and bayonets in the cellar* of the Hotel dm Invslides. 
To this {dace the people swarmed in the night between the 13th and 
14to of Jnly. If the Frenoh addim had remained true to the king, 
the regiments stationed there in the open square and the boulevard 
eould eaafly have annihilated the dense crowds of toe unarmed, people. 
But the French soldiers followed the example of their comrades toe day 
: before and went over. The people got toe 27,000 muaketa and the 
nn>miinitic>n. 

On this very same day the people together with ilie French Guards 
stormed the Boati’le.

Besides, I am inclined to think that a nation cannnt Moapa too 
natural development any more than ean a human being.

Of rourse this proosal ia 
shortened because of the preceding generations having gone before as. 
Bo it mav happen that the Russian nation may some day have a re¬ 
volution m which a godd many of the expcsiaBces of former epo^ 
will be comprereed into s oornpsrstively short period. But the Rmaiaa 
must surely undergo those experiences. As the Russian nation stands 
t^ay, it is even Oarelyjiripe for s democrstic republic. And it 'would 
be simpl.T insane fanaticism to try to establish a Socialist republic in 
Rossis. 

Therefore tf T were ia Russia today and had a hand in this revola- 
tion, I would advise onr comrades to accept toe sih. .Mjb, I would 
advise them to he wary and cautious awl see to it that tiny gat tbo 
liberties promised, but to stsy as nea.* the masse* of the peopia as pos- 
liblo and keep in close toucti with tiicm. The Rus<ian Sodalwta most 
before all tiling* edofeata and enlighten their people. Tha Ruaeiaa na- 
tioa jnst now needs more education and more enlightenmeci in order 
to be prepared for greater things.

movemeat in America. Milwaalros will be toe first lam cito of thi* country to he wrested politieally 
from the capitalistic enemy. It is on industrial ci^ and bnre logirelly one of the first conquests that we 
will hare to make in onr progreis^ve capture of this eoutiy for our tiiatoric ideas. 

It ia interesting lo-lo<* hack on tha growth of tha movement for Social-Democracy in America, for 
its bejrinning waa smali indeed, and not ao many yeaiailMak, while all through it we find its steady sdvanoe 
marked by Just the kind of rntrific* and amvice thdt-Jt aow needed when the American movement ha* 
progressed to toe significant point of being ready to take a big .American city. 

Putting aside the early conimnnistie snterpri-e# and toe religion* co-operative undertakings, the 
American movement had its first glimmering* after tiu political dirturbance* in Europe tof 1848. It sent 
a few political SociaUat refugee* to onr shore*. Their agitational effort* being canfinitd to their own lan¬ 
guage they made little headway. 

.\t every aide was resiatence ami prejndk'. and often the ground gained waa afterward lost. 

Perhaps the greatest force waa the springing up of'Socialist turner societio*, but the advantage of 
this waa dissipated when the war of the Rebellion made BepablicanHm n leading politibal factor. Fiiully, 
in 1868. a Social Party wa* formed and a year later it gained strength, finally merging into thr Nctional 
latoor Union. 

Great sacrilk* and little ground gained marked tba year* to follow. Yet the fire of Socialism inspir- 


was a truly Slavic revotution— we might mv it waa a revolution won by 
famint resiatance. Of conre* the striking warkinginen—^ "red” revo- 
liitiMi!sts--had the sympathy and assittaoce of the profefi>uonal claaae*.

Hence the scientiAc t-rm is 
applied to tliem and they are called 
“grafters.” As (Kicnt says, “The 
use of the term is .n neral and undif¬ 
ferentiated, for it is used to descrila: 
not only (1) thi' power or capacity 
to extort wealth or si>rvice, but (2) 
tJie act. or practii. of extoytion and 
also (3) the wealth or ■fhe aervicc 
e.vtorteil.” The t.'iidency however is 
to limit its use more and more to the 
second deAnition and we may “ex¬ 
pect that witli the slow efllux of 
time, its use will be speciAcally so 
conAne<l.”

.Mnnv of the words wbieb we era- 
tdoy tihlay were unknown even ten 
vejirs ago. New inventions, chang¬ 
ing euvironment, improvtsl methods 
Ilf pnHiucing and distnliuting 
wealth, liHve all forced us to coin 
new words and phrases in order tliat 
we may intelligently e.vpreiu« our 
thoughts and ideas. We find that 
such words as X-ray, aiitoinohile, 
rartsinindum. auto-lioat, ineandes- 
eent, phonograph, sireless telegra¬ 
phy and many others tss'ame ports 
of our written and spoken language 
tint a short time ago. The economic 
development of society has made the 
introduction of these terms a necee- 
sit.T. 

Then again we And that witli the 
progre.-.s of the human race, with tlie 
advances in (conomic welfare, tlie 
meanings whieh hate been originally 
ottarhwl to words have likewise 
changed. ,Xew eondilioi.s demand 
new interpretations of old words. 
For example, the word “butcher” 
was originally used to refer to those 
who killed he-goats, but with the 
progretis of industry it came to mean 
a man who killed and dressinl meats 
for the market, and who at tlie same 
time owuisi and opcrateil u small 
shnii in which liis pnxliieta were 
sold. T(«lay, however, the wonl is 
used to designate a group of work¬ 
ers in a huge packing house, sulidi- 
vided into cattle butchers, sheep 
butchers, etc., etc., or to a man who 
docs not kill any animals hut merely 
runs a store in which the butchered 
meats are sold. 

The term “mill” wa.s formerly 
umhI to signify the instninients or 
tools with which grains were ground 
into meal and Aour. Later the wonl 
was useil in ndercncc to all combi¬ 
nations of machinery consisting of 
wheels and other mechanical appli¬ 
ances with which “materials were 
change*! info new forma and condi¬ 
tions.” such as cnttiin mills, saw 
mills, rolling mills, etc., etc. The 
word has lost its original signiAcance 
and is often applieil today to fac¬ 
tories and workshops, reganlless pf 
the chnraotei of the prialurta oniie 
same. It is al."o u<><-*l finite frequent¬ 
ly in connection with pugilistic con¬ 
tests.

EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

Mew York oAiciaU sre yielding a hit to public opinion by trying 
to clean up certain r^ws pools of vice and contamiuatinn in the down 
town business district. But the effort is not an easv one. 

THE BUSINESS SY.STEM IS ON THE OTHER SIDE. 

The sink of Alth hiis for year* been one of. the drawing i^rds of 
tha New York business men—mfwtof them “eminently respectable,” of 
course, but yet not only benctitting from crime and vice, but even op¬ 
posing for business reasons any interference with it. 

.\JI over the cfiiintry are merchants who make yearly trips to the 
eastern cities to buy tlieir stocks. .\Iuiost without exception-they “see 
the sighU” while thus buying their goods. In fact every large mer¬ 
cantile wholesale house employs one or two men whose business it is to 
take country b« ei-s through the re.l light districts, to the gambling 
houses and the houses of immorality. < 

The New York merchants know their husinesa. They axe schooled 
in the arts of modem Christian oomm<TcJalism. They want houses of 
immorality to continue, they demand that the gamblers’ lairs be left 
intact—bficause business is busini*st. 

Their buainesa customers demand thi* sort of clly entertainment, 
•nd if they cannot have it in New York will go to some oilier large 
aostera city to do tlieir buying. 

Yes, business it business, in modern Christendom.
